Ernest Norton, vice-president of Fiscal Affairs, 
presented his observations dealing with 
enrollment, financial and trustee area aspects of 
the annexation at the meeting. 

Of the 2,453 students enrolled at SAC from the 
GGUSD, 1,378 live in the area which is annexed to 
RSCCD, 852 live in the Coast Community College 
District and 223 live in the North Orange county 
Community College District. There will be a net 
increase of 183 students at sac next year. 

RSCCD students will total 2,636 with Coast 
contributing 1,407 former students. No 
information is available from North Orange which 
helps to distort the information. 

Inter-district permits change attendance 
statistics so it will be three to four years before 
attendance numbers are established.

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Rancho Santiago District 
experiences growing pains 


The statistical data has been compiled, the results have been 
evaluated and the final report regarding the annexation of a large 
part of the Garden Grove Unified School District has been 
presented. 

The impact of this huge growth in the Rancho Santiago 
Community College District is generally favorable. Certain growing 
pains will undoubtedly be experienced during the transitional period 
of the next two years, but the overall results of this important 
maneuver should prove beneficial to all concerned. And all SAC 
students are concerned, or at least affected, by this annexation 
whether they live in Garden Grove or not. 

After lengthy and confusing debate about the issue, and three 
inconclusive elections over the past two years, the merger was finally 
resolved. This action on the part of the California Community 
College Board of Governors in itself is the first benefit to be derived. 

Devisive arguments have been waged by both proponents and 
opponents of the annexation for many years. The tri-section of the 
GGUSD is by far the most equitable solution, and hopefully the 
emotional dichotomy of opinion which developed between the 
neighboring cities of Garden Grove, Santa Ana, Fullerton and 
Huntington Beach can be quelled and solutions sought for other 
pressing problems confronting our communities. 

The next major gain of the merger is actually a loss, a tax loss. It 
is estimated by the SAC Fiscal Affairs department that the property 
taxes used to finance our college operation will decrease next year 
by three cents per $100 assessed valuation. This may not sound 
significant, but to the property owners who finance our education, 
any tax decrease is a welcome measure, and the sum total reduction 
will be substantial. 

The loss of the $300 per student “seat tax’’ formerly paid by 
Garden Grove residents for the privilege of sending their students to 
any local college will initially hurt the RSCCD finances. But 
offsetting tax revenue from the State will adequately compensate for 
this loss, and should eventually result in a net increase in revenue. At 
the same time, the property tax rates will drop considerably for all 
the residents within our district. The RSCCD already enjoys the 
lowest tax rate of any local college district, and the increase in the 
tax base to $145 million will subdivide the levy for smaller portions 
to each individual property owner. 

But by far the most beneficial aspect of the annexation is for the 
students of the district. The consensus of opinion from el DON and 
SAC administrators is that students in the eastern section of GGUSD 
should attend SAC because of the proximity of our campus to their 
homes. The increase in the Average Daily Attendance (ADA) of 
these students will not result in a severe strain on our present 
facilities, because many of the affected students attend this campus 
already. It simply serves to formalize procedures for graduating 
students from Los Amigos, Santiago and Garden GraveHigh Schools 
in choosing their college.

Nuclear safeguards face stiff 


opposition in June primary bid]

The California Nuclear Initiative has made the 
ballot for the June primary in 1976, but it faces a 
long hard fight before it is ratified. 

The initiative is an attempt to deal with the 
questionable safety of nuclear fission powered 


generating plants by placing the Nuclear. 
Safeguards Act (NSA) before the voters of 
California. 


The thrust of the NSA would be to discourage 
or prevent further development of fission powered 


_ electrical generators and to phase out existing 


plant operations. 

Last spring the SAC campus was visited by 
volunteers seeking signatures for a petition to get 
the initiative on the June ballot. 

Now that the bell has sounded for round two, 
the opposing sides are lining up for the inevitable 
process of attack and counter attack. 

Opposition to the NSA comes primarily from 
the corporate-industrial segments of society -- the 
big money interests. 

Among supporters of the Act are Ralph Nader, 
the Sierra Club, the Friends of the Earth 
environmental group and a number of prominant 
scientists and physicists. 

One such man of science who is against fission 
power is SAC Physics Department Chairman Earl 
Miller, who said, “I think they (fission plants) are 
extremely dangerous.”’ 

This attitude, characteristic of NSA 
proponents, stands in marked contrast to 
statements attributed to State Assembleyman 
Robert Badham (R-Newport Beach) in the Oct. 
12, 1975 Santa Ana Register. 

Citing the safety record of fission generators 
Badham said, “Not one person has been injured, 
harmed or damaged in the history of nuclear 
power.”’ 

A. true statement, yet Miller persists. ‘“The 
danger of one of those plants losing control is far 
too serious to be taken lightly,” he said. ‘‘The 
adverse health effects on the area would be 
Catastrophic.” 


In fact, conservative estimates of damage from 
a serious atomic accident put human casualties in 
six figures and property loss in billions of dollars. 

A report in the Oct. 20, 1975 issue of 
Newsweek casts concrete doubts on Badham’s 
safety-record statement. 

There was a fire last March at the Tennessee 
Valley Authority’s Browns Ferry nuclear generator 
in Alabama. 

The blaze damaged electrical wires supplying 


“sepower to the plant’s water pumps in the cooling 


system. The pumps stopped working. Just such a 
cooling-system failure could bring about the 
disasterous ‘core melt’ misshap feared by 
Proponents of the NSA. 

Improvised pumping methods saved _ the 
Browns Ferry plant, but it was a very narrow 
escape. Grim doubts of nuclear safety remain. 

The primary argument against the NSA is an 
economic one. Badham said, ‘‘Jobs, oil and nuclear 
power are all tied in together. . .’’ going on to say 
that the effects of the Act would make current 
economic woes look like ‘a Sunday school 
picnic.” 

“People concerned about jobs, inflation and 
the economy,” said Badham, “must fight the 
nuclear initiative next June.” 

Miller questions this argument. ‘‘Do | need this 
extra energy so badly,” he asked, ‘that I’m willing 
to put my friends and family in jeopardy?” 

Badham condemned the questions of safety as 
“scare tactics.’’ Yet his twin bogies of increased 
recession and unemployment are nothing more 
than scare tactics of a different color. 

Badham is simply acting as a spokesman for the 
corporate power structure which stands to lose 
millions by passage of the NSA or development of 
alternatives like solar power or nuclear fusion -- 
the other side of the atomic coin. 

Miller summed up the issue as being a question 
of values. ‘‘What is more important,” he asked, 
“life (itself) or an individual lifestyle?” In other 
words, is our wasteful consumer society worth 
perpetuating at the risk of thousands of lives?

In 1966 four young men made a god-like appearance at 
Dodger Stadium. They were the gods of the revolution and the 
Renaissance, 

In 1975 the god of the short, pudgy and nearsighted played 
for over 110,000 fans in two consecutive concert appearances. He 
is the only other rock act to play Dodger Stadium besides the 
Beatles. 

Elton John stands as living proof of what most musicians never 
even dream to accomplish.

Both concerts opened with well done sets by Emmylou Harris 
and the Hot band.

The Griffins will host the game at Aztec Stadium located on the 
San Diego State University Campus. To get to the 7:30 contest, 
travel south on the San Diego Fwy, proceed to interstate #8 east 
and exit on the College Avenue offramp. 

Grossmont is the South Coast Conference’s new entry, the 
Griffins won the Mission conference last season compiling an 8-0 
record. The Griffins were 17-0 last year, including a 34-17 victory 
over OCC to become the state champions. This season Grossmont is 
3-3 and all of the defeats are at the hands of league opponents. 

Grossmont coach Dave Jordan expects a tight ball game. “SAC 
looks very big and strong both on offense and defense. | think we'll 
have a hard time scoring on the Dons.”’ 

SAC coach Dick Gorrie said, ‘‘We expect the Griffins to be 
putting the ball in the air a lot, since they are a pass oriented team.”’

Last Saturday, OCC and SAC met in the battle for first place in 
the SCC.
